Several English Towns Bombarded By 
German Airships Early This Morn- 


ing-Little Damage Done-Only 


One Person Injured

London, April 16.—For the second time within thirty hours 


German Zeppelin airships made a raid on England early this 
morning. Half a dozen towns were bombarded but dispatches 
from the towns attacked state that very little damage was done 
by missels from the airships. Only one person, a woman, is 
known to have been hurt. She was struck by flying debris at 
her home in Lowestoft. 


Three Zeppelins took part in this latest raid, one of them 


passing within ten miles of London. This is the nearest that 
a raiding airship has approached this city since the German 
airfieets became active.

No Excusfe for Jingoism. 


'Calls for the enlargement of the United States army and a 


general strengthening of our preparedness for war continue 
to be henid. 
Military men are naturally in favor of this sort 


of thing at all times, the manufacturers of war munitions and 
supplies rtre always ready to welcome-anything that will in- 
crftise their business, and with conditions as they are hi 
Edrope it is not unnatural that many of the people of this 
country should be Ifed to feel that safety lies only in arming to 
the teeth and being fully prepared'to fight at the drop of the

Nevertheless there is no reasbn why the United- States 


shdilld imitate the n'ations:,of :the Old - World ri.n preparing for 
war. This country is large,and powerful/'" It-is at peace with 
all the world and is likely to remain so in spite of the whirl- 
wind of war that is now sweeping the \yorld.''. It needs to be 
reasonably protected, and .it is. 
The. raising/of .bugbears, is 


ppor'business. It is. utter folly for a nation with the history of 
the United States; its-size^ its policies, its isolation and its 
capacity 'ib place an Immense army of volunteers in the field 
on ve^ry short notice, to become excited at this lime and fall to 
imitating tlie nations that have-been plunged into war very 
largely through -their preparedness for \vfif. 
, - 


• The New York World very sensibly calls attention to the 
fact that the rebellion was put dowivby an army of volunteers 
whose "organization, training and conduct in the field were 
successful and satisfactory," and it adds that "for a nation 
which,blue water and a modern navy protect from a too'sud- 
deti blow, patiiotism is still the trustworthy defense." 


Tlie United States is not in danger. It needs no great stand- 


ing afmy. It is not seeking new territory or to extend its trade 
through the instrumentality of the sword. 
If the condition of 


the army needs attention at certain points it should receive it, 
but the idea of adopting Old World tactics and standing con- 
stantly ready to fight the world is preposterous and should not 
be entertained for a moment. This country has done well by 
giving its attention to business rather than to militarism, and 
it will do well to continue this sound and sensible policy.
